SECTION  111  -  CHARACTER  OF  TRADE  AND  SHIPPING 

DURING  THE  YEAR 


Character  of  Shipping  -  This  has  not  changed  appreciably  in  the  course  of  the  year, 

but  there  is  a  steady  decline  in  the  number  of  Coastwise  vessels  using  Penzance 

Harbour  commercially.  However,  and  not  included  in  the  above  figures  a  total  of 

77  vessels  have  used  Holmans  dry  dock  for  ship  repairs  and  survey  in  the  course  of 
the  last  year.  The  majority  of  these  are  of  British  or  Irish  registry,  but  2 
Dutch  and  1  French  vessel  received  emergency  repairs.  The  total  tonnage  is 
approximately  350,000.  The  only  passenger  traffic  remains  that  to  and  from  the 
Isles  of  Scilly. 

Character  of  Trade  -  This  has  not  changed  appreciably,  and  it  is  noted  that  a 
certain  amount  of  direct  coal  imports  from  Continental  Europe  now  takes  place  from 
Penzance.  Exports  from  Newlyn  of  crushed  stone  to  Continental  Europe  have 
approximately  doubled  in  the  course  of  the  last  year.  The  decline  in  the  total 
number  of  foreign  fishing  vessels  using  Newlyn  Harbour,  and  in  particular  landing 
fish  at  Newlyn,  continues  to  decline,  but  the  total  activity  in  the  fishing  market 
is  static  or  slightly  increasing.

Truro. 

2.  Ambulance  Transport  and  the  vaccinal  state  of  the  ambulance  crews  are  the 
responsioility  of  the  Cornwall  County  Council. 

3.  The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  -  who  has  a  panel  of  four  Consultants  - 
would  be  requested  to  supply  the  services  of  a  smallpox  consultant. 

4.  Facilities  for  the  Laboratory  diagnosis  of  Smallpox  are  available  at  the 
Royal  Cornwall  IIospital(Treliske,  Truro). 

SECTION  Vlll  -  VENEREAL  DISEASE 


The  incidence  of  venereal  disease  has  been  approximately  static,  and  follow-up 
arrangements  are  still  unsatisfactory,  and  such  treatment  as  is  available  here, 
other  than  on  the  days  upon  which  a  local  Venereal  Disease  Consultant  is  available, 
can  only  be  of  a  "hit  and  miss"  nature.  The  closest  co-operation  is  maintained 
with  not  only  the  Penzance,  but  neighbouring  clinics,  but  this  only  offers  the 
most  rudimentary  of  cover.
